SEASONAL CONDITIONS, TASMANIA: SEPTEMBER, 1966 


Rainfall: Except for the West Coast and King Island, September falls were the heaviest since the late autumn rains of April and 
May. All the eastern half of the state recorded more than 150% of normal, and two areas, one bordered by St. Marys, Lewis Hill and 
Bicheno, and the other around Tunnack, registered more than 300% of normal. Only two small areas registered less than 3”, and 
totals were generally more than 4”, rising to more than 6” in the west and north-west highlands. Despite the generally good falls during 
the month cumulative totals for the year were still below normal in all districts. The East Coast was most deficient with 83% of normal 
followed by Northern district with 84%. All other districts were about 90% of normal, closest being King Island with 96%. 


Temperature: Mean temperatures throughout the state were above normal during September. A deep section of the northern, 
western and south-western coasts exceeded normal by more than 1°, and the maximum departure was 2° at Scottsdale. Derwent 
Valley, East Coast, Midlands and Central Plateau districts were less than 1° above normal. Mean maximum readings were consider- 
ably above normal except for parts of the Eastern half of the state. 


Rural Conditions: Continuous pasture growth was reported from all agricultural areas, and by the end of the month pasture 
forage exceeded the needs of grazing stock, while brassica crops for summer feed were sown under ideal conditions. Growth of grain 
cereals continued good despite late winter grazing in parts of the North. Following the rain, there were delays in the sowing of some 
canning pea crops. but sowing of potatoes and cereals was relatively unaffected. Heavy losses were reported from the main wool 
and crossbred flock lambing during the two cold wet periods of the month, but established lambs prospered, with weight gains repurted 
in excess of 0.6 lbs. per day. Shearing of commercial flocks began, and early indications are for a higher average clip per head than 
last season. Condition of producing dairy herds continued to improve, and the production increased by approximately 8% over the 
corresponding period last year, for the third consecutive month.
